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A. This was a precursor to budget
discussions as I recall.
Q. You mention it was a pleasure meeting

with Mr. Thompson. Would this letter have gone
after one of the gquarterly meetings?

A Yes.

Q. Would Mr. Thompson have gotten any
information about the proposed changes prior to

the meeting?

A. I don’t recall.
Q. I want you to look briefly back at
Exhibits 2 and 3 again. If you’ll notice,

Exhibit 2 was sent to Mr. Thompson at his home in

Washington, Exhibit 3 was sent to Mr. Lokting at

his offices in Portland, and Exhibit 4 was sent
to Mr. Thompson at the corporate headquarters in
Portland. Is there any reason why the different
correspondence was sent to different locations?
A. I think it was just an incorrect
address in a file that my secretary had. I don’t
recall which one of these letters, but one of
them was eventually returned to us and had to be
re-sent to Mr. Thompson at the correct address.
Q. Have you ever been instructed whether
you’'re to send correspondence to Mr. Thompson
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directly or through his counsel, Mr. Lokting?

A. Yes.

Q. And who are you to send correspondence
to?

A. I received a letter from Mr. Lokting

fairly recently instructing me to send
correspondence to him directly.

Q. Do you need approval from anybody at
Comcast prior to sending correspondence?

A. No.

Q. Does anyone on your staff correspond in

any way with either Mr. Lokting or Mr. Thompson?

A. Not generally.
Q. Have they in the past?
A. I believe there have been cases where

there has been direct contact.
Q. Would your employee have to go through
you prior to contacting Mr. Thompson or
Mr. Lokting?
A.  Those are my instructions, yes.
MR. WEBER: Thank you, Mr. Dombroski,
that’s all the questions I have
MR. GURMAN: I have a few for you.
EXAMINATION BY COUNSEL FOR

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BY MR. GURMAN:

Q. What type of switch does the Wilmington
office have at the present date? -

A. A Motorola EMX 2500.

Q. And does that switch have the
capability to discretely turn on or shut down
certain cell sites?

A. Yes.

0. While keeping others on the air
obviously?

A. Yes.

Q. To your knowledge is that a feature of
all contemporary switches?

A. Yes.

Q. How long would it take, for example, if
Comcast gave you an order to turn off all the
cell sites in the Dover market?

A. Ten to 15 minutes.

Q. What sort of a routine would you have
to go through?

A. Well, it depends on who I got that
request from, but I would typically contact Jeff
Smith just to discuss the matter with him,
probably talk with Don Harris, president of the
company. And, if there was agreement to proceed,
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we would make a phone call to the switching site
and it would be a matter of a few minutes wﬂen
the sites were off the area. _

Q. Is there some sort of a program that

you would have to go through or what is the

process?

A. The details of how to do it?
Q. Yes, in lay terms.
A. Sure. I‘'m not familiar with the

details, but people who are familiar with it type
in commands to a computer, hit the return key,
and the system would begin to take processors out
of service and shut the sites down.

Q. How long would it take to turn the
Atlantic City cells down as compared to the Dover

cells, any difference?

A. Same amount of time.

Q. Same process?

A. Yes.

Q.  If Atlantic City had a stand-alone

switch just serving that market alone and the
system were operated as an island, how long would
it take to shut down the Atlantic City cells,
would the process be any different?

A. Same process.

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Q. Same time?
A. Yes.
Q. From strictly a technical point of

view, do you perceive any technical loss of
control over the operation of specific cell
sites; namely, the ability to turn cells on or
off or to add channels when a switch covers

multiple markets as opposed to a single market?

A. No, the process is the same.
Q. What is a cell group manager?
A. That’s a physical interface in the

Motorola EMX 2500 that provides signaling and
voice connectivity between the switch and the
cell site.

Q. In the Wilmington switch, is there a
separate cell group manager governing the Dover
and Wilmington markets?

A. No, there are multiple cell group
managers.

Q.  Is there a separate cell group manager
for the Atlantic City market?

A. Yes.

Q. In terms of the cell sites in Comcast
markets, 1s there a procedure for access? This
is not Atlantic City, Jjust Comcast markets, is

ALDERSON REPORTING COMPANY, INC.
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there a procedure for access to the cell sites,
does somebody hold the keys, or what sort of

security clearance might be involved? -

A. There are keys for each one of the cell
sites. There are master keys that serve large
areas. The keys are issued to individual cell

site technicians who have responsibility for
sites so that they have access. There’'s a
duplicate key kept locked in each one of our
facilities in case the need for emergency access
comes up. And the master keys are in the
possession of the director of operations.

Q. And, if the chairman of the board of
Comcast wanted to visit a cell site, could he

simply go to a cell site and have access to it?

A No.

Q. What sort of procedure would he have to
follow?

A. He would have to get in contact with --
typically with me. And I could make arrangements

for him to have access to a site, escorted by one
of our technicians who would have the key. And
there’s also a security procedure when the site
door is opened, it causes an alarm to be
generated that would be typically interpreted as

Q. During your tenure at Metrophone, to
your knowledge could the chairman of the board or
any of the nontechnical officers, nonengineering
officers of Metrophone have access to any -- this

is pre-Comcast, access to any of the cell sites?

A. No.

0. Was a similar sort of procedure in
place?

A. Yes.

Q. What was your position with Metrophone,

your exact title?
A. Vice-president of engineering and

operations.

Q. And how long were you at Metrophone?
A. About four years.
Q. In terms of site access, the procedures

you just described within Comcast, are they any
different with respect to Atlantic City?

A. No, same procedures.

Q. If Mr. Thompson or Mr. Lokting were to
instruct you or wish to have access to a
particular cell site, what sort of procedure
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would come into play?

A. I would arrange for one of the site
technicians to escort them to the site and give
them access.

0. Are you aware of any recent occasion

where Mr. Lokting or Mr. Thompson visited the

Wilmington switch site?

A. Yes.

Q. When?

A. During the last quarterly meeting.

Q. And what transpired?

A. As I recall, during the meeting, they

had asked to visit the switch location; and we
made arrangement for them to have access. I did
not accompany them to Wilmington

Q. Did Comcast recently make a decision to

change its switch in Wilmington?

A. Yes.

Q. And why did it make that decision?

A.  We made that decision based on
economics. And also we believe that the new

vendor we have selected provides a platform
that’s designed for the future of cellular as
opposed to the existing platform that we’re
using.
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0. Who is that new vendor?
A. AT&T.
Q. And can you briefly describe what you

perceive the advantages are of using one versus
the other?

A. The AT&T switching system has a very
long-term evolution plan. It is a platform that
is deployed worldwide. On the radio base station
portion of the system, the AT&T platform supports
multiple access technologies including amps,
CDMA, and TDMA, and from our perspective provides
us with a great deal of flexibility that we don’t

have with the current platform.

Q. That’s the Motorcla switch?
A. Yes.
0. Were you involved and to what extent in

the engineering, planning, and the ultimate
decision to make this change?

A. I was involved extensively.

Q. Do you know if Mr. Thompson was
presented with any options in terms of the
switching for Atlantic City?

A. Yes, he was.

Q. Do you know specifically what those
options were from a technical point of view?
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A. Yes. There were three options
presented I believe. One was to continue to
operate the existing Motorola EMX 2500 switch in
Wilmington and the existing Motorola cell sites
in Atlantic City. The other was to provide for a
smaller version of the Motorola EMX 2500 located
elsewhere other than the Wilmington switching
office and continue to operate the existing
Motorola base stations in Atlantic City. And the
third option was to change out the Atlantic City
base stations to AT&T Series 2 and connect them
to a 5 ESS switch in Wilmington, Delaware.

Q. Do you know which option Mr. Thompson

ultimately selected?

A. He selected to go with the AT&T.

Q. And when is that changeover expected to
occur?

A. The current schedule has the changeover

occurring on the weekend of July 14, 1995.

Q. . Will the new switch afford the same
capability as the Motorola switch in terms of
discretely turning cells off and on that we
discussed before?

A. Yes.

Q. Previously you described some

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frustration in that all of your engineering
proposals to Mr. Thompson are not necessarily
accepted or implemented in the time period that
you would like. Are all of your engineering

proposals to Comcast with respect to its markets

accepted?
A. No.
Q. Are there times that you cannot

implement plans and recommendations in the time
frame that you might like at Comcast?

A. Yes.

Q. Referring back to Dombroski Exhibit 2,
what was the ultimate disposition of the Port
Republic and Seaville sites?

A. I believe Mr . Thompson executed both of
those agreements.

MR. GURMAN: No further questions.
MR. WEBER: Nothing further.
